THE COLORFUL HISTORY OF THE 
THEE PEONY 


The Tree Peonies are native to the mountains of 
China and were introduced into Korea by the 
Jesuit priests. From Korea they were taken to 
Japan and early in the nineteenth century plants 
found their way to Europe. In America we have 
plants originating in Japan and in Europe, distinct 
in form because of their different sources. 


The Japanese worked with the Moutan species, 
single to semi-double flowers with golden stamens 
and produced flowers with a wide range of colors, 
from white to deep purple including shades of 
pink and red. Some have a blotch at the base of 
the petals and all face upward. 


The “European Type” originated from Banksi 
species, a fully double form with a crook in the 
stem at the base of the flower. Lutea hybrids came 
from the wild Lutea species and were developed 
in France to give us large handsome flowers of 
yellow and bronze shades. 


YELLOW LUTEA HYBRIDS 


Varieties resulting from crosses of Lutea and 
Moutan species; flowers are fully double and pre- 
dominantly yellow.
